Should 
the war be oneef great magnitude, as 
appearances now indicate, desolation 
will, of course, be spread throughout 
Germany, and the already heavy bur- 
den of taxation will be doubled, per- 
haps tripled. But the pecuniary loss 
is comparatively of little consequence. 
The inexorable conscription will be 
likely to drag into the army all the able. 


- bodied men, and the late war io tbis 


country shows what the result will be. 
The military cordon will be drawn 
around the frontiers, preventing the es- 
cape of conscripts, and, of course. sus- 
— emigration to the United States. 

tercofrse between the Germans in 
this country and their friends in the

Troops for Montana. | 


Iospector General Sackett has yjsited 
our city during the past week on busi- 
mess connected wfth the defeneces of 
the Northwestern frontier, against In- 
dian aggressien. In pursuance of rec- 
Ommendation made by bim, Gen. Sher- 
man has ordered the establishment of 
military posts at such poiats in the Ter- 


ritory, and along routes leading to it. 


as will afford the most certain protec- 
tien to settlers and immigrants. The 
route frem Laramie, via Powder River, 
ie to be protected by detachments of 
the 18th regiment U. 8. Infantry. sta- 
tioned at Fort Reno on Powder River, 
at the road crossiag on Big Horn river, 
and at the north of Clark’s Fork on the 
Yellowstone. These three posts folm 
what will be known as the District of 
the Mountains. and will be under the 
command of Col. Carrington, whose 
headquarters will be at Fort Reno.

Chicago, July 23. 

The latest phase of the European sit- 
nation is thus described by the English 
and German press: 

The London Times remarks there is 
too much reasen to fear that hostilities 
will be resumed en bott theatres of 
war, and says, if so, Austria, unless 
sheltered by France, may soon be com- 
pelled to hear terms of peace dictated 
by Prussia in ber own capital. The 
Times further says, it is difficult to be- 
lieve that either Italy or Prussia will 
ultimately repel the pacific overtures of 
Napoleon, especially if they should be 
supported by England. 

The Lendon News compares the ces 
sion ef Venetia to France as the act of a 
debtor who makes away with property 
when on the eve of bankruptcy, and 
sa yr there is a want of frankaess about 
Austria, fitted to exasperate Prussia. 

The London Post thinks the least 
Prussia can ask, with Vienna open to 
her victorious march, is the ackaow- 
ledgment of ber absolute posseasien of 
North Germany, including Saxony, Han- 
over and Bohemia. Prussia may choose 
to dictate peace at Vienna rather than 
to bring it to Pardubitz and agree toa 
Congress. 

The New York Abend Zeitung says 
the rejection of Napoleon's terms is not 
less important than the battle of Sudo- 
wa. Even Bavaria, Swobia and Baden 
would prefer a united and powerful 
Germany under Prussia, to a Germany 
disunited and torn, offering a field for 
the neighboring nations as Napoleon 
wishes it to be. A German Republiie is 
not now to be thought of, but Bismark 
and the King, having conquered with- 
out being compelled to concede any- 
thing to the people, will believe that 
German entbusiasm is now become 
strong, and feared by other nations. 
Italy is henceforth out of the game, un- 
less, indeed, she may prefer to conquer 
Venetia rather than ſo trade for it.
